SHOULD WE STRIVE FOR A BALANCED BUDGET? 

Should we strive for a balanced budget? That does not seem to be 
a question the way we are living today, as a person, as a family, or as 
a company. At some point the budget has to be balanced; otherwise 
we will be driven to bankruptcy when the creditor calls upon us to 
pay the bill. In the last two decades, from 1960 until the projected 
1980, there have been only two years in which we have had a surplus 
budget — in 1960 with .32 billion dollars, and in 1969 with 3.2 billion 
dollars surplus. The rest of the time we have been running a national 
debt close to 100 billion dollars deficit by the end of 1980. It does not 
take much of an economist or a great thinker to know that our economy 
is in trouble. Our inflation continues. An 8% rate of inflation is proba¬ 
bly an underestimate. In general that means that working people are 
gradually losing money and losing buying power. What with the gradu¬ 
ated income tax, the individual who receives an 8% increase in wages 
is losing out when the Federal government takes a larger amount in tax. 
Consequently labor demands a higher increase to offset this inflation. 
This ends up in an increasingly vicious circle, feeding the tire: ot infla¬ 
tion. Somewhere we have to draw the line and stop the inflationary 
process so that the public will have faith in our dollar and faith that 
there will be no cutback in their earnings. 

It seems that there is no end in sight in the near future. Being ,| hat 
the Federal government is the sole largest spender I feel that it is 
time that the Federal government should tighten up the belt, cut down 
on expenses and drive toward a balanced budget. This might not be 
achieved in a year or two, but at the present time I see no indication 
that our big spender even feels that there is a necessity to slow down 
The trend of monetary spending by the Federal government is increa - 
ing yearly instead of decreasing. This worries everyone. We have to 
admit that we are not doing too well, that we are in trouble, and then 
look back and cut back. Hopefully we can save our economy insteaa 
of following the rapid downhill course that has seen the near default 
of several major cities. I dont’ see any magic formula. I cannot see tn 
creating false security by printing more and more paper money 
improve our general well being as a country.

FROM THE THREATENED STRIKE AT YHA 
TO OUR NATION’S ILL’S 


Three years in a row, YHA has been forced to reduce its service be¬ 
cause of strike action by its unionized personnel. It has created difficult 
times for the striking staff, hospital administration, doctors, and most of all 
the patients that the hospital was designated to serve. 

Recently, I took a trip to Taiwan and South Korea. Their gross na¬ 
tional product has increased at a rate of 10-20% in recent years. A personal 
friend, who works in a motorcycle plant, was compensated with 30 months 
of wages during the last year. The average employee at private firms is 
paid 3-6 months wages as a bonus during the year, while civil servants 
received 1-2 months extra compensation. No striking is allowed in those 
two nations. Risk capital has been continuously pouring in despite the 
political uncertainty. A stable, skillful and industrious labor force is one 
of the most attractive inducements for the investors. This provides a good 
example of what a cooperative labor-management relations can create- both 
sides profit from it. 


Let us not forget the fundamental principle that the congress has given 
unions the right to strike. It provides a useful means for the laborer to bar¬ 
gain collectively against selfish enslaving employers. But in many instances 
ot current practice it becomes a confrontation of union people versus the 
general public. Union demands for compensation are founded on a desire 
r more wages and benefits, unsupported by any gain in productivity. They 
Thu 3 *£|? er P* ece the pie, a redistribution of a new shrunken pastry.
